for the April visit to London of 
Soviet Premier Bulganin and

The succession of policy state- 
ments and white papers on de- 
fense appropriations has now 
gperved notice on the Soviet lead- 
ers that there will be no relax- 
ing of Britain’s defense guard or 
any “soft thinking’ to be ex- 
ploited or explored here 

Eden told the Russians they 
were under a ‘“fantastic illu- 
sion” if they thought Commu- 
nism would survive a hydrogen
